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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Indicators in the first 2 months of 1971 show little change from conditions obtaining in 
early. 1970; | 

Total cash receipts of Alberta farmers over this period were slightly lower than last 
year, duein part to repayment ofcash advances onfarm stored grains. Shipments of all grains 
except wheat during the first quarter of the year showed considerable improvement over 1970 
shipments. Marketings of cattle and calves were down compared to January - February, 1970 
while numbers of sheep, lambs and hogs marketed were considerably higher. 

The value of manufacturers shipments over the two month period, at $278 million, was 
some $6 million less than shipments during the same period a year ago. Gross sales of pack- 
ing plants showed a slight increase; sales of lumber were up 51%. 

Building construction, as evidenced by value of building permits issued during the first 
two months of the year, remained well below year earlier levels. Preliminary figures for 
March, however, indicate improvement in this sector. Increased availability and lower cost of 
funds in recent months, and the upturn in loan approvals for new and existing housing, may 
signal the end of the construction slump in the housing sector. 

Value of coal production during the January - February period increased from approxi- 
mately $3 million in 1970 to $6 million in 1971. The recent signing of additional contracts by 
Japaneseinterests and McIntyre Porcupine Mines Limited ensures the future of the industry for 
many yearsto come. January production of crude oil, synthetic crude, condensate and pentanes 
plus increased 3% over January, 1970. Value of production, however, was up 18% as a result 
of higher wellhead prices. 

Wholesale trade in the first two months of 1971 declined to $212.8 million from $219.7 
million in the same period of 1970. Sales of motor vehicle dealers in January continued well 
below year earlier levels, and were primarily responsible for the 4. 5% epg re for the month 
in retail trade. 

At the composite level, average weekly wages and salaries in December, 1970 were 
127.91 a rise of approximately 8.4% from the December, 1969 level of 117.99. The unemploy- 
ment rate for March, 1971 was 6.6% as compared to 5.2% in March, 1970. 

The Calgary - Edmonton consumer price index was unchanged in March from the pre- 


vious month and was 2. 7% above its level of a year earlier.

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MEMORANDA 
A survey of farmers conducted in March, 1971 indicates that Alberta farmers intend to 
plant 3.5 million acres of wheat in 1971. This area is 35% more than the 2.6 million acres 
seededin 1970, and 34% less than the 5.3 million acres seededin 1969. The area of oats seeded 
is expected to decrease 10%, barley acreage seeded is expected to increase 23%; and rapeseed 


acreage will show a 38% increase if intentions are confirmed. 


Receipts of the 409 full-year licensed hotels in Albertain 1967 amounted to $86. 1 million. 
Of this total, room receipts contributed approximately $18. 2 million, mealreceipts $14. 2 mil- 
lion, beer, wine and liquor sales $47. 1 million and other sources $6.6 million. The room oc- 


cupancy rate for the year was 55%. 


The number of immigrants from foreign countries indicating Alberta as the province of 
intended destination in 1970 totalled 10,405 or 7.0% of the Canadian total. This compares with 
11, 274 or 6.9% of total Canadian immigrants in 1969. 

Net profitfrom sales ofliquor and beer inAlberta amounted to $45.5 millionin the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1970; anincrease of $5. 6 million over the previous year. One distillery, 
six breweries and two wineries were licensed in the province. The number of hotels with li- 
censed premises in operation at March 31, 1970 totalled 424. Sales of beer, ale and stout a- 
mounted to 23.9 million gallons, an increase of 1.7 million gallons over the previous year. 
Sales of wine and vermouth totalled 1.6 million gallons, and sales of spirits totalled 1.9 million 


gallons. 


In the 1970/71 academic year there were 25, 983 undergraduate and 3,008 graduate stu- 
dents enrolled full-time in Alberta Universities. Total enrollment at the University of Alberta 
was 18,345, enrollment at the University of Calgary totalled 9, 237 and 1, 409 full-time students 
were enrolled at the University of Lethbridge. Students from countries other than Canada com- 


prised approximately 12% of the total full-time enrollment.

Average family incomes in Edmonton and Calgary were $8, 635 and $8, 633 respectively , 
as compared to the Canadian large-city average of $8, 546. 

Fifty per cent of the families had incomes of over $6,733 in Alberta, over $7,678 in 
Edmonton, and over $7, 886 in Calgary.
